The  number  of  dispensing  doctors  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales  rose  for  the  second  suc- 
cessive year  in  1971,  bringing  the  total — 
2.548  to  the  highest  level  since  1965. 

Department  of  Health  Statistics  issued 
this  week  reveal  the  trend  as  follows : 
1963,  2,637;  1964,  2,574;  1965,  2,614;  1966, 
2,543;  1967  2,523;  1968,  2,489;  1969, 
2,477;  1970,  2,507;  1971,  2,548.

The  tables  also  show  that  prescriptions 
"released"  by  the  closure  of  smaller  phar- 
macies are  going  instead  to  the  bigger 
dispensing  businesses — mainly  those  dis- 
pensing over  42,000  items  a  year.  As  ex- 
pected, the  low-prescription  pharmacies 
are  the  casualties,  with  the  under  12,000 
businesses  representing  under  a  fifth  of 
the  total — half  the  percentage  in  1963. 

Statistics  for  Great  Britain  in  1970  are 
contained  in  the  table  below. 

Between  1963  and  1971  the  number  of 
prescriptions  dispensed  in  England  and 
Wales  under  the  NHS  increased  by  30 
per  cent,  and  the  total  cost  of  prescrip- 
tions was  slightly  more  than  doubled.  The 
average  ingredient  cost  of  a  prescription 
increased  by  77  per  cent  over  the  same 
period.  In  1971  the  average  annual  number 
of  prescriptions  per  person  ranged  from 
5-2  in  the  East  Midlands  and  the  South 
East  to  7-2  in  Wales. 

The  number  of  pharmacists  employed 
in  the  hospital  service  in  England  and 


Wales  rose  by  a  further  58  to  1,744  whole- 
time  equivalents  in  1971 — which  compares 
with  1,127  in  1949,  1,348  in  1959  and 
1,478  in  1963.  The  number  of  pharmacy 
technicians  rose  by  22  to  1,338.

"Which?'  backs  chain 
store  shampoos 

Try  dropping  a  chain  store  brand  of 
shampoo  into  your  basket,  or  try  one  of 
the  big  bottles.  Consumer's  Association 
advise  in  the  February  issue  of  Which? 

Eighty-two  brands  of  shampoo  in  all 
were  analysed  and  a  comparative  idea  of 
how  strong  they  all  are,  based  on  a  com- 
parative detergent  content,  is  given  in  a 
comprehensive  table. 

The  table  shows  some  shampoos  for 
greasy  hair  have  more  detergent  than 
those  of  the  same  brand  for  dry  hair;  but 
about  as  many  do  not.  However,  they  do 
tend,  said  Which?,  to  have  less  fatty 
material,  or  none  at  all.  Other  findings 
were  that  lemon  oil  does  not  cut  grease 
any  better  than  detergent  alone;  beer  when 
mixed  in  with  a  shampoo  and  rinsed  off 


with  it  does  nothing  for  the  hair;  there  is 
no  "real  case"  for  herb  shampoos  al- 
though "your  hair  may  glow  in  sym- 
pathy"! And  trials  with  80  people  and 
repeated  washings  of  split-ended  human 
hairs  failed  to  show  any  significant  dif- 
ference between  protein  and  ordinary 
shampoos. 

Top  of  the  table  for  comparative 
amount  of  detergent  for  5p  is  Sainsbury's 
Lemon  while  Lanalem  Olive  Oil  and 
Lanalem  Lemon  Cream  come  just  above 
halfway,  and  Lotus  Herb  and  Egg  and 
Lemon  just  below.  Bottom  of  the  table 
comes  Polyherb  Rainsoft. 

"Don't  be  persuaded  into  feeding  your 
hair  things  it  can't  digest,  especially  pro- 
tein" is  a  final  conclusion.

"he  National  Health  Service  Reorganisa- 
ion  Bill  was  considered  "in  committee" 
y  the  House  of  Lords  on  January  23 
yhen  Baroness  Serota  moved  an  amend- 
nent  to  Schedule  1— Membership  of  Re- 
iional  and  Area  Health  Authorities.  Its 
wrpose  was  to  ensure  that  the  medical 
ind  dental  practitioners,  nurses  and  mid- 
vives,  registered  pharmacists  and  the 
>phthalmic  and  dispensing  opticians  of  the 
egion  jointly  appointed  one  third  of  the 
members  of  Regional  Health  Authorities. 
Direct  appointments  by  The  Minister 
would  be  limited  to  one  third  of  the  total 
membership.  She  believed  the  health  pro- 
fessions should  be  included  as  of  right  in 
the  new  Regional  Authorities. 

Lord  Brooke  said  the  Government  ap- 
peared to  visualise  a  Regional  Health 
Authority  as  a  small  group  of  experts  in 
management  but  he  wanted  a  larger  body 
'with  a  lot  of  practical  and  financial  good 
sense,  wider  understanding  and  more 
compassion  than  experts  sometimes 
have".  Replying  Lord  Aberdare  did  not 
see  how  the  Minister  of  State  could  be 
held  responsible  for  the  service  if  he  only 
appointed  one  third  of  the  members  at 
the  Regional  Health  Authority  level. 

He  would  however  be  willing  to  look 
at  the  composition  of  the  Regional 
Health  Authority  and  see  if  he  could 
help  those  who  had  expressed  the  need 
for  closer  cooperation  at  regional  level 
with  the  local  authorities.  The  amend- 
ment was  withdrawn. 

Bath  scientists  win 
support  for  research 

The  Medical  Research  Council  has  an- 
nounced the  award  of  £7,500  to  a  group 
of  research  workers  in  Bath  to  study  the 
treatment  of  the  chronic  eye  disease 
glaucoma. 

The  team  consists  of  Professor  Dennis 
A.  Norton  and  Dr  David  J.  G.  Davies 
of  Bath  University's  School  of  Pharmacy, 
and  Mr  Peter  Jones,  consultant  ophthal- 
mologist, Bath  Royal  United  Hospitals. 
They  will  study  drugs  presented  as  eye 
drops,  that  reduce  the  pressure  inside  the 
eye  even  better  than  those  in  current  use 
and  which  will  need  to  be  used  less  fre- 
quently. 

The  grant  extends  over  three  years  and 
will  provide  technical  support  for  the  re- 
search to  be  carried  out  in  the  School  of 
Pharmacy,  University  of  Bath,  and  in  the 
Bath  hospitals.

Pharmacist  supplied 
restricted  drugs 

A  pharmacist  who  supplied  as  a  favour 
soft  drugs  to  a  Poplar  man  without  a  pres- 
cription would  now  sell  his  business  as  he 
expected  to  be  struck  off  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  an  Old  Bailey  judge  was 
told  on  Tuesday. 

Mr  Ernest  Whitcombe  MPS.  Alexandra 
Park,  Wood  Green,  and  Mr  Emile  Tous- 
saint,  a  paint  sprayer  of  Poplar,  pleaded 
guilty  to  conspiring  together  between  May 
1970  and  May  1972  to  contravene  the 
Drugs  Act  1964  by  unlawfully  dealing  in 
restricted  substances. 

Mr  Toussaint  also  pleaded  guilty  to  un- 
lawfully possessing  200  tablets  containing 
salt  of  methvlphenidate,  30  amphetamine 
capsules  and  99  amphetamine  sulphate 
tablets. 

Mr  Whitcombe  pleaded  guilty  to 
aiding  and  abetting  him  in  respect  of  the 
amphetamines.  His  plea  of  not  guilty  to 
aiding  and  abetting  in  respect  of  the 
methylphenidate  was  accepted  by  the  pro- 
secution and  the  judge  ordered  that  it 
remain  on  the  file  marked  "not  to  be 
proceeded  with  without  leave  of  the  court". 

Mr  Whitcombe,  said  to  be  a  seriously 
sick  man,  was  given  a  conditional  dis- 
charge for  two  years.  Mr  Toussaint  was 
given  a  nine-month  prison  sentence,  sus- 
pended for  two  years,  and  ordered  to  pay 
£50  towards  prosecution  costs. 

Mr  Hill,  prosecuting,  said  Whitcombe 
ran  his  own  pharmacy  in  Clapton  and 
matters  came  to  light  when  a  man  who  had

He  said  Toussaint 
paid  him  about  £150  or  £2  a  time. 

In  a  statement,  Whitcombe  said:  "I 
realised  the  quantities  he  had  were  too 
great  for  his  own  use  and  that  he  might 
have  been  giving  them  away.  I  do  not  think 
he  was  selling  because  he  was  always 
borrowing  money  from  me." 

Whitcombe's  records  were  examined  and 
it  was  found  that  he  had  been  receiving 
considerably  larger  quantities  of  drugs  of 
this  kind  than  he  had  been  supplying  on 
prescriptions,  said  Mr  Hill.  On  the  black 
market,  the  tablets  would  be  10-25p  each. 

Mr  Warburton  Jones,  for  Whitcombe, 
said  he  had  not  been  making  a  great  profit 
by  supplying  the  drugs  to  Toussaint.  He 
had  not  been  supplying  anyone  else.  Mr 
Seymour  Craig,  for  Toussaint,  said 
Toussaint  was  not  a  pusher.

Loss  of  potency 


IN  MAKING  comment  last  week  on  the  recent  report  of  loss  of  potency  in 
tablets  of  glyceryl  trinitrate  I  referred  to  what  was  described  as 
"significant"  loss  in  strength  under  different  conditions  of  packaging.  I 
wrote  that  we  had  not  been  told  what  constituted  "significant."  In  last 
week's  issue  you  published  a  report  throwing  some  light  on  the  subject  of 
"grossly  subpotent"  tablets,  and  in  so  doing  provided  food  for  thought. 

In  one  case  a  sample  of  tablets,  kept  for  three  months  in  a  plastic  vial, 
contained  only  16  per  cent  of  the  stated  potency.  We  are  also  informed  that 
when  five  fresh  tablets  were  put  into  a  screw-cap  glass  vial  with  1g  of  cotton 
wool,  they  lost  nearly  70  per  cent  of  their  labelled  potency  within  seven 
days.  Glyceryl  trinitrate  tablets  wrapped  in  foil  lined  with  polythene  lost 
between  90  and  100  per  cent  of  their  potency. 

That  appears  to  be  more  than  merely  significant,  and  it  poses  some 
questions  to  the  untutored  mind.  So  many  tablets  and  liquids  are  in  plastic 
containers  today  that  one  wonders  if  the  problem  is  confined  to  glyceryl 
trinitrate.  One  supposes  that  such  products  are  constantly  examined  in 
terms  of  shelf  life,  for  a  considerable  time  may  elapse  between  manufacture 
and  eventual  consumption.  There  is  a  period  before  they  leave  the  hands  of 
the  manufacturer;  a  further  period  in  a  wholesale  house,  followed  by  a  term 
in  the  pharmacy  itself  before  dispensing.  But  we  are  concerned  for  the 
time  being  with  glyceryl  trinitrate,  and  in  the  light  of  the  report  quoted 
from  Cardiology  Today  one  wonders  whether  the  mannitol  base  can  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory. 

It  should  give  up  its  potency  quickly  to  the  patient — that  is  essential — 
but  the  report  gives  rise  to  thoughts  about  the  suitability  of  the  base,  for 
one  must  now  doubt  the  capacity  of  the  tablets,  under  any  conditions,  to 
survive  the  duration  of  a  normal  course,  and  that  takes  no  account  of  the 
potency  of  the  dispensing  stock.  There  may  be  more  than  a  streak  of 
stubborn  conservatism  in  the  old  fellow  who  still  presents  a  prescription 
for  "glyceryl  trinitrate — chocolate  base."  He  declares — but  then  a  declara- 
tion from  him  would  not  rank  as  scientific  evidence. 

Price  reduction 

A  letter  from  the  manufacturers  of  Ceporex  announces  a  further  reduction 
in  price,  in  line  with  the  firm's  policy  of  "keeping  the  cost  of  medicines  as 
low  as  possible  while  maintaining  the  highest  quality  products  and  service." 
That  is  highly  commendable.  Not  so  commendable,  perhaps,  is  the  statement 
that  "as  prescription  payments  will  be  based  on  old  prices  for  some  weeks 
there  will,  therefore,  be  no  rebate  on  existing  stocks." 

I  accepted  the  assurance  of  the  firm's  representative  that  here  was  a 
product  which,  when  wanted,  was  wanted  at  once,  and  took  a  small  quantity 
into  stock,  and  I  have  replaced  that  stock  at  irregular  intervals  when  neces- 
sary. And  now  the  manufacturers  blandly  assume  that  all  the  stocks  held 
up  and  down  the  country  will  be  prescribed  in  the  next  few  weeks,  so  no 
rebate  will  be  given  on  existing  stocks.  Or  do  they?  It  seems  to  me  to  be  a 
breach  of  faith  which  cannot  but  influence  my  attitude  to  future  product^ 
of  like  nature.

Notes  on  new 
Medicaments 

Bretylate 

Constituent:  Bretylium  tosylate. 

The  drug  is  an  adrenergic  blocking 
agent,  and  was  formerly  used  in  hyperten- 
sion but  because  tolerance  developed  it  has 
since  been  replaced  by  other  compounds. 

More  recently,  it  has  been  found  that 
bretylium  tosylate  is  of  value  in  the  treat- 
ment of  venticular  fibrillation,  even  in 
patients  no  longer  responding  to  conven- 
tional drugs.  This  antiarrhythmic  effect 
appears  to  be  independent  of  its  adrenergic 
blocking  action,  and  the  drug  does  not 
have  a  quinidine-like  action  on  the  myo- 
cardium. 

The  onset  of  activity  following  injec- 
tion of  bretylium  tosylate  occurs  well  after 
the  peak  plasma  level  of  the  drug  has 
been  reached,  but  the  effect  may  be  main- 
tained for  some  six  to  eight  hours.  In 
serious  ventricular  fibrillation,  which  is 
often  initiated  by  premature  ventricular 
beats,  treatment  should  be  started  with  a 
quick-acting  drug  such  as  lignocaine,  fol- 
lowed by  bretylium. 

Lanvis 

Constituent :  Thioguanine. 

This  purine  antimetabolite  possesses 
considerable  powers  of  growth  inhibition 
in  certain  neoplastic  conditions,  and  it  has 
been  used  in  the  treatment  of  acute  myelo- 
blasts leukaemia. 

The  mode  of  action  is  complex,  but 
it  may  replace  guanine  in  the  formation 
of  nucleic  acids,  and  also  block  various 
enzyme  systems.  Such  a  blockade  could 
limit  the  availability  of  guanine  nucelo- 
tides  for  co-enzyme  activity  and  nucleic 
acid  synthesis,  with  eventual  inhibition  of 
growth  and  death  of  the  neoplastic  cells. 

The  drug  is  detoxified  in  the  body  by 
both  methylation  and  deamination  to  form 
aminomethylthiopurine  and  thioxanthine. 

It  is  of  interest  that  mercaptopurine  is 
also  metabolised  to  thioxanthine,  but  by 
a  mechanism  that  involves  the  enzyme 
xanthine  oxidase.  That  enzyme  is  inhibited 
by  allopurinol,  but  thioguanine  is  unin- 
fluenced by  the  combined  administration 
of  allopurinol,  and  no  adjustment  of  dose 
is  necessary.

Hours  of  service 

Inner  London  faces  particular  problems  when  it  comes 
to  providing  an  out-of-hours  pharmaceutical  service. 
Not  only  does  a  high  proportion  of  the  daytime  population 
make  tracks  for  the  suburbs  at  5  pm,  many  of  the 
centre's  pharmacist  follow  behind  an  hour  later.  There 
are  rotas,  "rota  breakers",  late  openers,  all-night 
pharmacies,  no-rota  areas — all  of  which  have  caused 
planning  problems  for  the  local  Executive  Council's 
hours  of  service  committee. 

To  its  credit,  the  committee  has  bent  over  backwards 
to  be  flexible  in  its  approach,  as  a  report  on  the  January 
meeting  reveals.  Applications  have  been  granted  for 
five-day  weeks — one  involving  closure  on  two  half-days, 
others  closure  on  Saturdays.  Amended  service  hours 
have  been  agreed — starting  at  9.30  am  or  closure  at 
5.30  pm — and  application  has  been  made  to  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  a  1^-hour  rota  period  (though  the 
Minister  refuses  to  pay  any  more  than  at  present!) 

The  committee  has  also  wished  to  see  wider 
dissemination  of  information  about  the  hours  being 
worked  by  chemists,  and  has  even  considered  involving 
local  television  and  broadcasting  stations  as  well  as  the 
Press.  The  pharmaceutical  committee  opposes  this, 
however,  proposing  that  the  information  should  be 
confined  to  doctors,  group  hospital  pharmacists  and 
"all  interested  organisations". 

That  surely  is  not  enough.  Can  the  doctor  who  forgets 
to  give  his  patient  directions  for  taking  a  medicine  (or 
to  write  them  on  the  prescription)  be  relied  upon  to 
advise  where  the  medicine  can  be  obtained  at  7  pm? 

There  is  no  justification  for  expecting  the  public  to 
know  which  pharmacy  is  open  until  when,  or  to  guess 
which  "organisation"  hofds  the  information.  He  may, 
however,  be  expected  to  know  the  location  of  his 
nearest  pharmacy,  and  there  he  should  be  able  to 


discover  the  whereabouts  of  a  dispensing  service 
at  whatever  time  of  day  or  night  he  needs  it. 

As  a  profession  pharmacy  should  accept  its 
responsibilities,  which  surely  must  include  giving  the 
public  this  vital  information — which  should  be  made 
visible  even  to  the  night-time  caller. 


VAT  Price  List 

An  excellent  initial  response  has  resulted  following  our 
appeal  to  manufacturers  and  distributors  to  supply 
their  price  schedules  based  on  a  VAT  rate  of  10  per 
cent. 

Many  have  complimented  Chemist  and  Druggist  on 
taking  the  risk  of  a  Chancellor  changing  his  mind, 
recognising  the  need  for  chemists  to  have  price  lists 
on  hand  before  April  1. 

We  are  therefore  pressing  ahead  with  producing  a 
price  list  based  on  a  10  per  cent  VAT  rate.  That  price 
list  will  be  well  in  hand  by  the  time  the  Chancellor  pre- 
sents his  Budget.  If  he  decides  on  another  rate,  we  shall 
produce  with  the  price  list  a  rapid  calculator  to  enable 
chemists  to  ascertain  prices  in  the  changed  circum- 
stances. That  will  inevitably  give  rise  to  the  need  for 
some  adjustment  later  as  manufacturers  carry  out  their 
"swings  and  roundabouts"  on  "rounding  up  and  down" 
individual  lines  at  the  Budget  rate,  but  this  will  all  be 
covered  in  the  price  list  that  is  planned  for  publication 
during  May,  which  will  give  prices  based  on  whatever 
VAT  rate  the  Chancellor  introduces  in  his  Budget. 

Our  aim  is  to  ensure  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  price 
service  continues  to  be  the  best  that  can  be  offered,  and 
that  subscribers  in  the  UK  remain  fully  competitive. 


Business  Q& A 


Now  that  capital  gains  tax  on  death 
has  been  abolished  are  executors 
liable  for  this  tax  at  all,  please? 

Executors  are  deemed  to  acquire  an 
asset  at  its  probate  value.  If  they  subse- 
quently dispose  of  it  they  are  liable  to 
capital  gains  tax  on  the  difference  be- 
tween probate  value  and  the  disposal 
consideration. 

/  understand  that  the  new  rate  of 
corporation  tax  will  be  50  per  cent. 
This  is  a  very  large  increase  from 
the  present  40  per  cent.  I  am  there- 
fore thinking  of  winding  up  my  com- 
pany and  continuing  as  a  sole  prop- 
rietor. What  do  you  think,  please? 

No  rate  for  corporation  tax  for  next  year 
has  yet  been  finally  determined,  tt  is 
however  true  that  the  starting  rate  has 
been  announced  as  likely  to  be  50  per 


cent.  This,  of  course,  takes  care  of  the 
charge  to  Schedule  F  on  distributions 
which  will  not  now  apply.  In  the  case  of 
companies  having  profits  of  not  more 
than  £15,000,  however,  the  small  com- 
panies rate  will  apply,  and  this  has  been 
announced  as  likely  to  be  40  per  cent. 
Thus  you  should  certainly  take  no  preci- 
pitate action  to  wind  up. 

What  rate  of  National  Insurance 
should  I  pay  please?  I  am  a  director 
of  my  company  owning  my  pharmacy. 

If  you  are  a  controlling  director  the 
Department  of  Employment  takes  the 
view  that  you  should  pay  at  the  self- 
employed  rate.  Other  directors  pay  at  the 
employed  rate. 

/  am  considering  building  an  exten- 
sion to  my  premises  next  year.  Since 
pharmacists  are  a  special  case  in 
respect  of  VAT  it  is  rather  important 
for  me  to  know  whether  VAT  will  be 
payable  to  the  builder  or  not. 

VAT  is  not  payable  in  respect  of  con- 
struction work.  It  is  however,  payable  on 
professional    services    so   that    if  you 


employ  an  architect  his  fees  will  be  sub- 
ject to  VAT.  In  addition,  any  building 
repair  work  as  opposed  to  construction 
is  chargeable. 

What  is  going  to  happen  in  the  case 
of  our  commercial  travellers  who 
make  telephone  calls  from  public 
call  boxes?  These  will  include  VAT 
but  obviously  they  will  have  no  tax 
invoice.  How  can  I  deduct  my  inputs? 

For  certain  special  supplies  under  £10 
deduction  without  an  invoice  will  be 
permissible.  Telephone  calls  from  public 
call  boxes  fall  into  that  category. 

/  understand  that  purchase  tax  on 
stocks  will  now  be  repaid.  How  will 
this  work  please? 

It  is  assumed  that  you  refer  to  the  intro- 
duction of  VAT.  Traders  registered  for 
VAT  will  be  able  to  reclaim  purchase  tax 
on  stocks  held  on  March  31.  Claim  forms 
will  be  lodged  with  Customs  &  Excise. 
They  will  detail  the  stocks  held  with  the 
differing  rates  of  purchase  tax  and  the 
basis  of  valuation.  Documentary  evidence 
such  as  stock  sheets  and  supporting  in- 
voices will  be  required.

Adverse  reactions 


HOW  IMPORTANT  ARE  THEY? 

by  P.  C.  Elmes,  MA,  BSc,  BM,  BCh,  MD,  FRCP, 

Whitla  professor  of  therapeutics  and  pharmacology,  The  Queen's  University  of  Belfast. 


Every  time  a  drug  is  prescribed  the  doctor 
should  weigh  up  the  advantages  which  he 
hopes  to  achieve  with  the  treatment  against 
the  disadvantages.  That  is  the  adverse  re- 
actions that  the  drug  may  have  in  this 
particular  patient  at  this  time. 

In  practice  few  doctors  ever  do  this 
consciously  because  there  is  seldom  suffi- 
cient information.  When  a  drug  is  first 
introduced  it  is  tested  on  normal  animals 
and  human  beings  and  then  on  carefully 
selected  patients  under  clinical  trial  con- 
ditions. In  these  tests  and  trials  the  drug  is 
usually  given  alone  or  with  a  limited  num- 
ber of  other  drugs  used  in  the  treatment  of 
the  same  disease.  The  patients  are  carefully 
selected  so  as  to  exclude  those  suffering 
from  other  diseases  and  the  taking  of  the 
drugs  is  carefully  supervised. 

Trial  differences 

The  circumstances  of  normal  drug  pre- 
scribing in  the  community  differ  in  three 
important  respects  from  the  trial  situation 
upon  which  published  estimates  of  adverse 
reactions  are  normally  based.  These  differ- 
ences are : 

O  The  patients  have  other  diseases  or 
metabolic  disorders  than  the  one  for  which 
the  drug  is  prescribed.  The  may  have 
inherited  enzyme  defects,  or  the  metabo- 
lism may  be  so  disturbed  by  other  disease 
that  other  toxic  effects  develop. 
□  The  patients  may  be  taking  other  drugs. 
These  need  not  be  prescribed  but  may  be 
over-the-counter  medicines  or  alcohol, 
caffeine,  etc. 

Q  The  patients  usually  do  not  take  the 
prescribed  drug  as  instructed.  They 
normally  do  not  finish  a  course  of  medi- 
cation for  acute  illnesses  when  the 
symptoms  subside.  In  the  management  of 
long-term  or  recurrent  illness  they 
frequently  take  drugs  intermittently  and 
from  time  to  time  take  much  larger 
doses  than  are  prescribed. 

These  three  differences  all  tend  to  in- 
crease the  likelihood  of  adverse  reactions 
in  the  community.  The  extent  and  serious- 
ness of  these  reactions  can  only  be  esti- 
mated once  drugs  have  been  released  for 
general  prescription.  The  machinery  for 
collecting  and  evaluating  information  at 
this  stage  is  rudimentary  and  depends  on 
voluntary  reporting  by  doctors,  either  to 
the  pharmaceutical  industry  or  to  the  safety 
committees  set  up  in  most  countries. 

It  is  unlikely  that  more  than  one-fifth  of 
the  obvious  immediate  reactions  are  re- 
ported in  this  way.  Delayed  side  effects 
are  likely  to  be  missed.  Phocomelia  from 
thalidomide  would  have  gone  unnoticed 
had  it  only  occurred  in  1  or  2  per  cent  of

the  foetuses  born  to  women  who  took  the 
drug  during  the  critical  few  days  of  the 
pregnancy.  Longer  term  effects  such  as 
the  induction  of  unnecessary  sepsis  by  the 
over  use  of  antibiotics1  are  only  recognised 
when  other  studies  suggest  that  this  side 
effect  may  be  occurring.  If  drugs  taken  over 
a  short  period  induce  cancers  which  do  not 
develop  for  seven  or  more  years  (cf  the 
irradiation  effects  of  the  atom  bomb)  then 
it  is  doubtful  whether  the  connection  will 
ever  be  recognised. 

Deliberate  attempts  have  been  made  to 
estimate  the  importance  of  side  effects 
occuring  in  community  and  in  hospital 
practice,  but  as  yet  these  have  been 
preliminary  studies. 

Workers  investigated  a  group  of  75 
patients  referred  for  out-patient  consulta- 
tion in  1971 2  and  found  that  on  the  average 
each  patient  had  been  taking  3  2  different 
prescribed  preparations  and  2  9  different 
cot  preparations  during  the  month  pre- 
ceding their  first  out-patient  appointment. 

Many  of  these  preparations  contained 
several  different  drugs  so  that  the  overall 
average  was  9  5  different  drugs  per  patient 
prescribed  by  several  doctors  or  obtained 
from  several  pharmacies.  The  authors  cal- 
culated that  during  the  preceding  month 
these  patients  took  their  medicines  in  such 
a  way  as  to  have  222  interactions.  These 
interactions  included  the  taking  of  two 
drugs  with  opposing  effects  such  as  a 
stimulant  and  a  tranquilliser,  as  well  as 
taking  two  drugs  likely  to  interact  to  cause 
an  adverse  reaction. 

Although  this  alarming  state  of  affairs 
has  been  demonstrated  in  Florida  where 
drug  usage  is  exceptionally  high,  there  is 
no  reason  to  believe  that  a  similar  situation 
does  not  exist  at  a  lower  level  in  Northern 
Ireland.  Bearing  in  mind  that  the  usual 
result  of  a  hospital  out-patient  consultation 
is  the  prescribing  of  more  potent  medicines 
which  are  often  added  to  previous  medi- 
cation, the  incidence  of  adverse  reactions 
is  likely  to  be  even  higher  in  patients  who 
attend  hospital  outpatients  regularly.  This 
study  did  not  attempt  to  ma<e  absolute 
estimates  of  the  frequency  of  adverse  re- 
actions but  50  per  cent  of  the  patients  had 
had  adverse  reactions  at  some  time  in  the 
past.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  in- 
cidence increased  with  age  and  was  higher 
in  women  than  men.  which  correlated  well 
with  the  number  of  different  drugs  taken 
which  was  highest  in  older  women.  Aspirin 
and  penicillin  were  the  most  frequent  cause 
of  the  adverse  reactions. 

More  detailed  studies  have  been  carried 
out  on  hospital  populations  by  groups  in 
the  USA  and  Canada  using  a  technique  now 
referred  to  as  "intensive  monitoring  of  side 
effects  in  hospital".  The  first  study  of  this 
type  to  be  carried  out  in  the  British  Isles 
was  done  at  the  Belfast  City  Hospital  by 
Professor  Wade  and  Dr  Natalie  Hurwitz. 


This  confirmed  and  extended  the  findings 
of  the  American  workers  and  emphasised 
the  need  for  continuous  collection  of  this 
kind  of  information. 

In  this  pilot  study  1.268  patient  admis- 
sions to  a  large  general  hospital  were 
surveyed  and  in  64  C5  per  cent)  cases  the 
admissions  were  due  to  the  taking  of  drugs, 
twenty  seven  (2-1  per  cent)  to  deliberate 
self-poisoning  with  an  average  stay  in 
hospital  of  nine  days.  The  remaining 
37  (2  9  per  cent)  were  reactions  to  drugs 
taken  for  therapeutic  reasons  and  the 
average  length  of  stay  of  these  patients 
was  18  days.  Six  of  the  adverse  reactions 
were  due  to  taking  more  than  the  pres- 
cribed dosage  in  an  attempt  to  control 
symptoms.  Digitalis,  either  alone  or  in 
combination  with  diuretics,  was  the 
commonest  cause  of  the  adverse  reactions 
leading  to  admission3. 

Once   admitted    to  hospital   the  1.268 
patients  were  at  risk  to  developing  further 
adverse  reactions  because   1,160  patients 
received  drug  therapy.4  One  hundred  and 
eighteen  (10  per  cent)  of  them  developed 
adverse  reactions  of  which  four  were  life 
threatening.  This  study  made  possible  an 
estimate  of  the  frequency  of  adverse  re- 
actions in  patients  receiving  a  dm  5  and 
also  the  effect  of  multiple  drug  therapy. 
For  instance,  digitalis   therapy   was  not 
only  the  most  frequent  cause  of  adverse 
reactions  in  hospital,  it  was  also  the  drug 
most  likely  to  cause  a  reaction  in  a  given 
patient.  Nine  per  cent  of  patients  receiving 
digitalis  alone  developed  an  adverse  re- 
action  but  the  addition  of  diuretics  in-  | 
creased  the  rate  to  24  per  cent.  The  next  I 
most  frequent  cause  of  adverse  effects  was  I 
ampicillin  which  occurred  in  8  per  cent  I 
of  patients  receiving  the  drug.  As  in  the  I 
outpatient  study  the  overall  frequency  of  I 
adverse  reactions  increased  with  age  and  I 
increased    with    the    number    of    drugs  I 
administered  to  the  patient.  Women  were 
more  likely  to  develop  adverse  reactions 
than  men. 

Although  many  of  these  reactions  occur- 
ring in  hospital  are  minor  they  all  cause 
some  degree  of  discomfort  and  risk  to  the 
patient  and  often  prolong  the  hospital  stay.  I 
They  are  therefore  an  important  factor  in  1 
hospital  care.  The  pattern  of  adverse  re-  I 
actions  depends  on  the  pattern  of  drug  use  I 
and  the  kind  of  illness  for  which  the  I 
patient  is   admitted.   Knowledge   of  the  I 
current  pattern  of  reactions  in  a  hospital  j 
is  essential  if  the  frequency  and  severity  I 
is  to  be  reduced. 

It  is  for  this  reason   that  continuous  I 
monitoring  of  adverse  reactions  is  being  I 
carried  out  in  representative  hospitals  in 
many  countries.  Following  the  pilot  study 
of  Professor  Wade  and  Dr  Hurwitz5  a  I 
continuous    monitoring    system   is  being 
established  at  the  Belfast  City  Hospital.

Rationalisation — and  dispensing 


lome  time  ago  I  heard  a  member  of  the 
ociety's  Council  asked  about  the  future 
if  small  pharmacies — his  reply  was  that 
hey  should  combine  with  a  neighbour  to 
brm  larger  pharmacies.  Now  this  man 
jras  speaking  in  a  rural  area  to  an 
mdience  including  many  country  phar- 
nacists  and  his  reply  seemed  so  silly  to 
hem  that  one  wondered  whether  the 
Council  member  realised  to  what  type  of 
an  audience  he  was  talking.  It  may  be  of 
course,  that  in  the  cities  there  is  a  case 
for  rationalisation — but  in  the  country 
areas  surely  we  must  say  that  a  further 
reduction  in  the  number  of  pharmacies  is 
unthinkable. 

My  nearest  pharmacist  neighbour  is 
some  10  miles  away,  despite  the  fact  that 
we  are  in  a  fairly  populous  area.  All 
patients  living  more  than  one  mile  from 
us  are  dispensed  for  by  their  doctors  and 
this  of  course,  prevents  our  pharmacies 
from  increasing  their  dispensing.  Readers 
have,  I  am  sure,  heard  on  many  occasions 
about  the  rural  dispensing  problem,  yet 
little  progress  seems  to  have  been  made 
and  the  sense  of  frustration  felt  by  country 
pharmacists  is  hard  to  convey  to  their 
urban  colleagues. 

Incidents 

Let  me  tell  you  of  one  or  two  incidents 
that  have  happened  to  colleagues  re- 
cently. There  was  the  case  of  the  phar- 
macist who  retired  to  a  country  area  a 
couple  of  miles  from  me  and  applied  to 
go  on  the  doctor's  prescribing  list,  "Oh 
no,"  said  the  doctor,  "I  only  accept  dis- 
pensing patients  and  so  do  my  colleagues". 
In  another  case  the  doctor  rang  the  phar- 
macist's wife  while  her  husband  was  out 
one  evening  and  upset  her  considerably 
because  he  wanted  an  urgent  script  dis- 
pensed for  a  patient  at  once — an  offer  to 
do  it  one  hour  later  when  the  husband 
came  home  was  rudely  refused  with  "I  have 
to  be  on  duty  168  hours  a  week."  The 
same  pharmacist  trying  to  query  a  script 
with  the  same  doctor  the  following  week- 
end was  told  that  it  was  his  weekend  off 
would  the  pharmaoist  contact  the  doctor 
in  a  neighbouring  village. 

Or  yet  again,  the  patient  who  came  into 
me  recently  with  a  prescription  for  a  very 
young  baby,  which  had  originally  been 
ordered  by  a  London  children's  hospital,  I 
went  to  great  lengths  to  obtain  it — includ- 
ing a  long  distance  'phone  call.  When  the 
patient  collected  it  she  said  her  doctor 
normally  dispensed  her  medicines  but  be- 
cause this  was  difficult  to  obtain  he  would 
give  her  a  prescription.  Then  there  was 
the  week  a  few  years  ago,  when  the  doctor 
was  on  holiday  and,  unknown  to  him  or 
me  beforehand,  the  locum  refused  to  dis- 
pense. That  week  my  dispensing  doubled. 
Naturally  I  want  my  dispensing  to  in- 


crease, but  not  for  just  one  week  without 
notice. 

Personally  I  get  on  very  well  with  my 
local  GP's — living  in  a  small  village  one 
is  in  constant  contact  with  them  and  works 
with  them.  They  know  in  no  uncertain 
terms  my  views  on  rural  dispensing  and 
I  think  I  understand  their  views.  These 
are,  broadly,  that  it  is  the  pharmacist's 
job  to  dispense,  but  that  they  are  not 
prepared  to  give  up  an  income  of  £40  per 
week  and  lose  on  their  pensions. 

Some  of  the  frustrations  listed  in  my 
previous  paragraph  could  lead  to  a  ser- 
vice committee  case,  but  what  is  the  point 
if  it  leads  to  accrimony  in  your  home 
village?  The  complaint  is  not  against  the 
individual  doctors  who  profit  from  rural 
dispensing  but  against  the  system  that 
allows  them  to  do  so.  I  would  have  thought 
that  if  rural  dispensing  doctors  were 
obliged  to  purchase  their  drugs  at  a  fixed 
discount  (20  per  cent)  from  their  nearest 
pharmacy,  it  would  firstly  make  the  phar- 
macy more  viable  (we  just  cannot  afford 
to  lose  more  rural  pharmacies),  secondly, 
cost  the  exchequer  no  more,  and  thirdly 
still  give  the  doctor  his  profit. 

Of  course  ultimately,  I  want  to  see  all 
dispensing  done  in  the  pharmacy,  but  we 
seem  to  be  making  absolutely  no  progress 
(or  rather  we  are  progressing  backwards 
as  more  doctors  dispense  for  more 
patients),  so  as  an  interim  measure  per- 
haps our  negotiators  might  consider  this 
idea.  What  seems  extraordinary  to  me  is 
that  in  countries  far  more  sparsely  popu- 
lated than  ours,  there  has  never  been  a 
question  of  doctor  dispensing.  The  supply 
of  medicines  to  out-lying  areas  has 
always  been  considered  as  a  pharmaceuti- 
cal problem — and  even  within  the  UK  the 
worst  dispensing  problems  are  not  in  the 
low  population  areas  like  Scotland  but  in 
the  Midlands  and  the  Home  Counties, 
Devon,  Yorkshire,  Norfolk,  etc.  My  urban 
colleagues  must  forgive  me  for  writing 
about  doctor  dispensing,  but  the  rural 
pharmacist's  frustrations  go  on  day  by 
day — the  solution  seems  no  nearer.

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Council's  EEC  duty 

Now  that  a  statement  has  been  made  that 
the  principles  contained  in  EEC  directive 
V  have  been  re-affirmed  by  Council  I  must 
make  my  position  clear.  I  have  opposed 
paragraphs  (2)  and  (6)  of  this  directive  on 
several  occasions  for  the  following  reasons. 

Para  2 :  I  am  not  willing  to  agree  that 
a  committee  consisting  mainly  of  conti- 
nental pharmacists  are  competent  to  decide 
what  goods  a  pharmacist  should  trade  in  in 
this  country.  If  photographic  or  cosmetic 
goods  were  to  be  restricted  surely  a  phar- 
macist's profit  would  be  reduced,  his  in- 
come would  be  reduced  as  would  that  of 
his  employees,  qualified  or  otherwise.  Those 
who  think  that  the  Government  would  be 
likely  to  make  up  this  deficiency  are  very 
optimistic.  I  believe  that  this  directive  is 
also  contrary  to  the  principles  of  the  Treaty 
of  Rome. 

Para  6:  This  is  intended  to  hit  com- 
panies both  large  and  small  and  to 
introduce  into  this  country  the  principle  of 
one  man,  one  pharmacy.  There  is  an  ex- 
emption for  co-operative  societies  which 
the  Council  do  not  mention  in  their  note. 
In  my  opinion  anything  which  prevents  a 
pharmacist  having  more  than  one  phar- 
macy or  hampers  an  employee  pharmacist 
in  the  choice  of  his  employment  is  bad 
and  contrary  to  the  Treaty  of  Rome. 

The  Council  recognises  that  employee 
pharmacists  are  adversely  affected  by  this 
directive  for  at  the  bottom  of  the  last 
paragraph  of  the  note  they  say  that  they 
will  actively  pursue  ways  of  mitigating  the 
adverse  affects.  How  will  they  do  this? 
What  funds  are  there  available  for  this 
purpose? 

In  my  view  the  Council  has  a  duty  to 
protect  the  interests  of  all  pharmacists  and 
it  will  be  my  aim  to  see  that  this  is  done.

Uthough  from  time  to  time  there  are 
casualties"  among  the  cash-and-carry 
wholesalers — C&D  recorded  one  recently 
it  Coventry — the  concept  is  here  to  stay 
to  long  as  the  small  independent  shop- 
keeper survives. 

Should  the  pharmacist  not  have  a 
winge  of  conscience  buying  his  supplies 
)f  quick  moving  lines  from  cash-and 
:arry  while  at  the  same  time  relying  on 
lis  traditional  wholesaler  to  deliver 
quickly  his  "ethicals"  and  the  slow-moving 
3ver-the-counter  lines?  C&D  put  this 
question  to  Mr  David  Ross,  managing 
director  of  a  recently  opened  cash-and- 
carry  unit  in  Leicester.  His  reply  was 
that  the  chemist  still  depended  heavily  on 
counter  sales  to  subside  his  dispensing. 
Most  of  the  popular  lines  were  now  sold 
at  cut  prices  by  competitors  in  large  phar- 
maceutical as  well  as  non-pharmaceutical 
[shops.  The  cash-and-carry  not  having  to 
bear  the  cost  of  book  keeping  and  trans- 
port charges  was  able  to  offer  its  custo- 
mers terms  which  even  the  biggest  firms 
would  find  hard  to  better  and  the  custo- 
mer did  not  have  to  take  large  quantities 
of  stock. 

Mr  Ross  has  been  in  the  wholesale 
cosmetic  and  toiletries'  trade  for  40  years; 
for  the  past  20  years  in  business  at  Brigh- 
ton, Sussex. 

Special  offers 

The  Leicester  business  which  supplies 
over-the-counter  toiletries  and  ancillary 
products  opened  last  October.  Mr  M.  R. 
Jason  (chairman)  told  C&D  that  Ross' 
buying  policy  was  to  concentrate  on  manu- 
facturers' special  offers  buying  enough  to 
carry  them  through  to  the  time  when 
the  next  offer  was  likely  to  be  made.  All 
packs  (cartons/cases)  at  the  Leicester  unit 
are  priced  and  coded  for  speed  at  the 


check  out.  The  shelves  bear  cards  giving 
the  cost  price  per  item  including  tax  and 
the  recommended  retail  price.  As  in  a  re- 
tail store,  there  are  the  "star"  buys  which 
are  announced  near  the  entrance  and  iden- 
tified in  situ  by  a  specially  coloured  price 
card. 

Ross  claim  that  they  carry  in  stock 
6,000  "chemist  lines"  which  number  in- 
cludes the  various  sizes  of  any  particular 
product.  Customers  on  entering  the  ware- 
house have  to  register.  There  is  a  separate 
section  where  chemist-only  lines  are  held. 
These  are  assembled  by  an  assistant  and 
kept  in  that  section  until  the  customer 
has  got  his  other  items  from  the  non- 
restricted  area.  Then  a  porter — not  the 
customer — transports  them  to  the  cash  till 
where  they  are  checked  out  with  the  other 
goods. 

Busy  Sunday. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  men  accom- 
panying their  wives  to  a  supermarket  lose 
their  patience  when  they  have  to  queue 
up  at  the  cash  desk.  Was  the  same  anti- 
pathy shown  there?  There  are  two  check- 
outs at  the  moment  and  room  for  a  third. 
Mr  Ross  claimed  that  the  check  out  time 
for  a  customer  spending  £400  was  between 
12  and  15  minutes.  The  customer  did  not 
have  to  wait  by  his  purchases  if  he  did 
not  want  to.  Trading  hours  are  9.30  to 
6  pm  or  8  pm  on  alternate  days  Monday 
to  Friday.  The  unit  is  closed  all  day  on 
Saturday  but  open  on  Sunday  8.30  am  to 
4  pm  and  it  has  proved  to  be  by  far  the 
busiest  day. 

At  the  front  of  the  premises  is  a  canopy 
so  that  cars  and  vans  can  be  loaded  "in 
the  dry"  Sufficient  land  is  at  the  rear  to 
extend  the  premises  by  another  15,000  sq 
ft  (the  size  of  the  present  unit). 

At  Brighton,  Ross  are  building  a  ware-

Bilts  would  control 
pyramid  selling 

Two  Private  Members'  Bills  dealing  with 
multi-level  marketing  (pyramid  selling) 
have  been  introduced  in  the  Commons. 

The  first  is  sponsored  by  Mr  Raphael 
Tuck.  The  second  is  introduced  under  the 
ten  minute  rule  procedure  by  Mr  Ray 
Mawby,  both  provide  for  the  regulation 
of  the  practice  of  multi-level  marketing 
and  for  purposes  connected  therewith. 

Mr  Tuck's  Bill  would  require  that  an 
agreement  between  a  multi-level  marketing 
company  and  an  agent  for  the  sale  of 
goods  or  services,  shall  be  in  writing,  de- 
signate the  agent  as  an  agent  of  the  com- 
pany and  not  as  an  independent  contrac- 
tor; contain  a  clause  stating  that  it  may 
be  terminated  by  either  party  on  giving 
the  other  party  two  months'  notice  in 
writing;  and  grant  to  the  agent  exclusive 
territorial  rights  in  a  clearly-refined  area. 

It  would  not  be  lawful  to  pay  or  give 
any  consideration,  other  than  a  maximum 
payment  of  £10,  to  become  an  agent  of 
the  company.  The  Bill  provides  for  a  fine 
of  up  to  £5,000  on  summary  conviction 
and  up  to  £8,000  and  five  years'  imprison- 
ment on  conviction  on  indictment. 

Mr  Mawby  said  his  Bill  would  provide 
for  a  cooling-off  period  between  the  sign- 
ing and  operation  of  an  agreement,  and 
there  would  be  a  clause  requiring  the  com- 
pany to  buy  back  up  to  90  per  cent  of  the 
goods,  subject  to  certain  conditions. 

One  third  of  retailers 
registered  for  VAT 

On  January  15,436,117  firms  had  registered 
for  VAT  and  about  115,000  applications 
were  in  the  course  of  formal  registration. 
That  information  was  given  to  the  House 
of  Commons  by  Mr  Terence  Higgins, 
Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  on 
January  22.  The  next  day  he  also  confirmed 
that  more  than  one-third  of  the  estimated 
number  of  retailers  required  to  register  had 
been  registered  by  January  15. 

When  Mr  Joe  Barnett  asked  if  the 
Chancellor  would  reconsider  his  decision 
not  to  postpone  the  introduction  of  VAT 
in  view  of  the  number  of  traders  who  had 
failed  to  register,  Mr  Higgins  replied  "No, 
Sir". 

Future  of  free 
contraceptives 

Mr  R.  Carter  asked  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  Social  Services  if  the  local  authorities 
who  provide  an  entirely  free  family  plan- 
ning service  together  with  free  family  plan- 
ning aids  will  remain  free  to  maintain  the 


services  when  the  family  planning  provi- 
sions of  the  reorganised  Health  Service 
come  into  effect  in  1974. 

Sir  Keith  Joseph,  Secretary  of  State, 
replied  "The  proposals  which  I  announced 
on  December  12 — that  is  free  advice  and 
treatment  for  all  and  free  supplies  for 
particular  groups — would  apply  to  the 
whole  country  as  from  April  1974,  when 
under  the  terms  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Reorganisation  Bill  the  responsi- 
bility for  family  planning  services  is  due 
to  be  transferred  from  local  authorities  to 
the  new  National  Health  Service  authorities. 
The  Government  are  considering  the  situa- 
tion created  by  an  amendment  made  to 
this  Bill  in  the  House  of  Lords  that  would 
require  all  supplies  to  be  free". 

Free  scripts  for 
women  over  60? 

A  group  of  Labour  MPs,  headed  by  Dr 
Sir  Alfred  Broughton,  have  tabled  a  par- 
liamentary motion  calling  for  free  pre- 
scriptions for  women  when  they  reach  the 
age  of  60. 

The  motion,  which  has  12  signatories, 
states  "That  this  House  is  of  the  opinion 
that  women  who  have  reached  their  re- 


Books 


Medicine  takers,  prescribes  and  hoard- 
ers. Karen  Dunnell  and  Ann  Cartwright. 
Routledge  &  Kegan  Paul,  Broadway

This  is  a  study  of  the  consumption  of 
medicines  in  Britain.  It  was  conducted  by 
the  Institute  for  Studies  in  Medical  Care, 
whose  director,  Dr  Ann  Cartwright,  is  co- 
author with  Dr  Karen  Dunnell  of  St 
Thomas's  Hospital  Medical  School. 

It  assesses  the  distribution  and  nature 
of  medicine  taking;  the  role  of  the  medical 
profession;  the  relationship  between  pro- 
fessional treatment  and  self-medication; 
the  nature  and  duration  of  repeat  pres- 
cribing and  the  storage  of  medicines  in  the 
home. 

The  book  is  packed  full  of  statistical 
material  which  means  that  the  reader  has 
to  work  hard  at  the  text,  nevertheless  there 
is  valuable  information  between  its  covers. 
For  instance,  the  authors  estimate  that  the 
cost  to  the  nation  of  drugs  prescribed  by 
doctors,  but  subsequently  thrown  away  by 
patients,  is  between  £6  7m  and  £8  2m  a 
year — out  of  a  total  £152m  annual  Na- 
tional Health  Service  drugs  bill. 

In  a  survey  of  686  homes  throughout 
England,  Wales  and  Scotland  it  was  found 
that  the  average  home  had  over  ten  medi- 
cine items  stored  in  it.  Nearly  all  had 
some  kind  of  analgesic  and  skin  cream. 
A  fifth  of  the  households  had  sedatives, 
tranquillisers  or  sleeping  tablets  and  two- 
fifths  had  one  item  or  more  that  the  in- 
formant could  not  identify.  Only  two  of 
the  686  homes  surveyed  had  any  medicines 
locked  up  at  the  time.  Medicines  were 
most  commonly  kept  in  the  kitchen. 

The  book  also  discloses  that  roughly 
two  in  every  three  prescriptions  issued  to 
individual  patients  are  repeats  of  what 
they  have  had  before — in  which  the  doctor 


tirement  age  of  60  years  should  be  exempt 
from  National  Health  Service  prescription 
charges;  and  urges  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment to  grant  them  this  concession". 

Comparative  cost 
of  prescriptions 

Mr  Laurie  Pavitt  asked  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  Social  Services  what  was  the 
average  total  cost  per  prescription  prescrib- 
ed within  the  National  Health  Service  in 
September  1967  in  decimal  currency 
equivalent,  and  in  September  1972. 

Mr  Michael  Alison,  Under  Secretary, 
replied  "54.2p  and  85.9p  per  prescription 
dispensed  by  chemists,  including  appliance 
contractors,  in  England". 

Copy  Boots? 

I  would  welcome  price  reductions  by  other 
firms  who  similarly  feel  able  to  pass  on 
in  advance  some  of  the  benefits  that  will 
flow  from  the  abolition  of  selective  em- 
ployment tax.  the  Minister  for  Trade  and 
Consumer  Affairs,  Mr  Geoffrey  Howe, 
said  in  reply  to  a  Commons  question  about 
Boots  announcement  last  week  (p  93). 


never  sees  the  patient  but  simply  provides 
repeat  scripts. 

It  comments:  "Half  of  the  prescriptions 
had  been  repeated  five  or  more  times  and 
a  fifth  at  least  40  times."  One  in  12  of  the 
adults  interviewed  had  been  taking  psyco- 
tropic  drugs  for  over  a  year  without  being 
examined  by  their  doctors. 

Unfortunately  the  book  virtually  ignores 
the  pharmacist  and  dwells  on  the  medical 
profession;  there  are  but  four  references 
to  "chemists". 

"More  than  half,  57  per  cent,  of  the 
adults  regarded  the  chemist  as  a  good  per- 
son to  ask  for  advice  when  not  feeling  well. 
As  well  as  thinking  that  the  chemist  was 
an  appropriate  source  of  advice  about 
medicines  more  people  found  it  quicker  and 
easier  to  get  to  a  chemist's  shop  than  to 
get  to  a  doctor's  surgery. 

"More  than  half  of  the  general  practi- 
tioners said  that  during  the  two  weeks 
before  completing  the  questionnaire  they  I 
had  suggested  that  a  patient  should  buy  a  I 
medicine  from  a  chemist  without  a  pres-  I 
cription  ...  31  per  cent  of  the  doctors  I 
thought  the  public  ought  to  be  encouraged  I 
to  ask  pharmacists  about  health  and  medi-  I 
cine  .  .  .  The  younger  doctors  were  more  I 
in  favour  of  people  being  encouraged  to  I 
seek  pharmacists'  advice".

Company  profile 

THE  WELLCOME  FOUNDATION  LTD 


Henry  Wellcome  was  a  pharmacist,  an 
entrepreneur,  a  believer  in  research,  a 
philanthropist.  His  spirit  is  kept  alive 
today  by  two  organisations:  the  Wellcome 
Foundation  and  the  Wellcome  Trust. 

The  Wellcome  Foundation  Ltd  does  not 
like  to  be  known  as  a  non-profit  making 
organisation.  It  must  trade  for  profit  in 
competition  with  other  world  leaders  of 
the  pharmaceutical  industry.  But  all  its 
shares  are  owned  by  the  Wellcome  Trust 
which,  as  a  registered  charity,  must  apply 
all  distributed  profits  to  the  support  of 
medical  and  allied  research  throughout 
the  world.  Grants  by  the  Wellcome  Trust 
so  far  total  about  £20  million  (December, 
1971)  and  the  annual  rate  of  donation  is 
now  about  £2  million. 

Since  Wellcome's  death  in  1936,  the 
Wellcome  Trust  has  maintained  and  vastly 
increased  his  philanthropic  activity  while 
the  Wellcome  Foundation,  which  has 
grown  out  of  three  groups  of  companies 
(Burroughs  Wellcome,  Cooper's  and 
Calmic),  has  aimed  to  perpetuate  his  enter- 
prise. 

Pharmacists  know  Burroughs  Wellcome 
as  the  makers,  almost  from  time  im- 
memorial, of  insulin,  Saxin  and  digoxin 
(now  Lanoxin),  and  more  recently  as  the 
makers  of  Septrin,  Esbatal  and  Zyloric. 
But  would  they  as  readily  identify  as 
Wellcome  group  products  a  feed  supple- 
ment for  trout  or  the  printed  labels  with 
their  own  name  on  that  they  stick  on  in 
the  dispensary? 

Logical  growth 

Growth  has  been  logical.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  introduced,  in  the  1920's,  the 
first  yellow  fever  vaccine.  At  the  end  of 
the  same  decade  vaccines  were  developed 
against  diphtheria.  And  since  then  the 
company  has  had  a  strong  position  in  the 
manufacture  of  vaccines  and  antisera  as 
one  of  the  world's  largest  producers. 

Diversification  into  animal  vaccines  was 
a  next  step.  Then,  with  a  stake  in  veteri- 
nary pharmaceuticals,  the  company  turned 
its  eyes  towards  a  Berkhamsted .  firm, 
Cooper,  McDougall  &  Robertson  Ltd,  a 
research-based  family  business  like  Well- 
come with  an  interest  in  those  chemicals, 
notably  for  the  control  of  external  para- 
sites, which  can  be  sold  direct  to  the  farmer. 

Insecticides  need  to  be  applied  in  the 
home  as  well  as  on  the  farm  and  it  was 
no  wonder  that  Cooper's  had  introduced 
the  aerosol  into  Britain,  more  than  20 
years  ago,  some  years  before  the  com- 
pany's association  with  Wellcome  began. 
From  aerosol  flykiller  it  had  been  an  easy 
step  to  a  whole  range  of  aerosol  products. 

The  pharmaceutical  and  chemical  in- 
dustries, especially  if  they  are  inter- 
nationally based,  require  expert  printing 
for  labels.  At  Tabloid  Press  in  Dartford, 
Burroughs  Wellcome  has  always  been  able

Kent,  from  which  many  of  the  company's  new  products  have  come 


to  print  anything  it  required  from  a  pack- 
ing circular  to  a  full-colour  brochure. 
With  Cooper's,  the  Foundation  acquired 
in  Clunbury  Press  a  company  that  is  a 
printer  in  its  own  right,  living  more  by 
outside  work  than  by  the  printing  it  does 
for  the  group  itself.  The  doctors'  maga- 
zine "Update"  and  its  companion  jour- 
nals are  printed  each  month  at  Clunbury 
Press. 

And  when  the  Cooper  part  of  the  group 
was  extending,  what  more  natural  field 
than  that  of  vitamin  and  mineral  feed 
supplements  for  fish  and  animals,  another 
example  of  chemistry  applied  to  farming. 
Two  companies,  Minsal  and  V.  W.  Eves, 
joined  the  group  and  were  brought  to- 
gether as  Cooper  Nutrition  Products  Ltd 
with  highly  automated  production  plants 
at  Northwich  in  Cheshire  and  Witham  in 
Essex. 

More  recently  Cooper's  has  brought  in 
as  Cooper  Crowther  the  former  firm  of 
Hadleigh  Crowther  in  Reading,  manufac- 
turers of  disinfectants  and  detergents  for 
the  dairy  farmer,  as  strongly  established 
in  the  dairy  farming  business  as  Burroughs 
Wellcome  and  Cooper's  are  in  sheep. 

Based  at  Crewe  Hall,  at  a  headquarters 
whose  roots  in  history  would  have 
delighted  Henry  Wellcome,  Calmic  Ltd 
were  taken  over  by  the  Foundation  in  1966. 
A  number  of  pharmaceutical  products, 
notably  Drapolene  are  manufactured  at 
Crewe. 

Calmic,  which  was  set  up  in  1932, 
developed  a  toilet  hygiene  service — those 
"microphone"  style  deodorising  and  dis- 


infecting units  that  you  find  in  toilets 
throughout  the  world.  Calmic's  interest  in 
chemical  engineering  has  also  led  to  the 
manufacture  of  flat-bed  and  fluid-bed 
driers  which  are  supplied  to  the  chemical 
industry  all  over  the  world.  The  Wellcome 
theatre,  a  recently  introduced  modular 
hospital  operating  theatre  system,  also 
derives  from  this  engineering  expertise. 
With  Calmic,  Wellcome  acquired  a  third 
printing  company,  Frank  Cottrell  Ltd. 

In  1971,  Wellcome  purchased  the  Mac- 
donald  group  of  companies  which  manu- 
factures at  Ashton-under-Lyne  and  Roy- 
ton.  Macdonald's  makes  a  range  of  pro- 
ducts based  on  cotton  wool  including 
surgical  dressings  and  sanitary  towels.  Its 
close  contact  with  the  chemist  has  led  it  to 
diversify  into  equipment  for  the  dispensary 
— a  capsule  and  tablet  counter,  a  range 
of  plastic  containers  and  jars,  and  indivi- 
dual labels  for  chemists. 

At  the  same  time  as  Wellcome  has  been 
diversifying  its  activities  in  the  field  of 
health  and  hygiene  for  man  and  animals, 
it  has  been  continuing  to  expand  its  prime 
activity  of  producing  medicines  that  are 
available  on  prescription. 

Pharmaceutical  production  in  the  UK  is 
mainly  carried  out  at  Dartford  where  the 
company  has  been  established  almost  since 
its  inception  as  a  partnership  between 
Silas  Burroughs  and  Henry  Wellcome  in 
1880.  More  than  50  per  cent  of  Dartford's 
output  is  exported  but  the  company  also 
has  manufacturing  centres  in  17  countries 
overseas.  The  Foundation's  American 
company  is  the  largest  wholly-owned  US 
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ibsidiary  of  any  British  pharmaceutical 
vmpany. 

The  main  Wellcome  research  laborato- 
ry, where  many  new  medicines  have 
)me  from,  are  at  Beckenham  and  at 
esearch  Triangle  Park,  North  Carolina 
ormerly  Tuckahoe,  New  York). 

The  company  continues  Henry  Well- 
Miie's  interest  in  tropical  medicine 
irough  the  Wellcome  Museum  of  Medical 
cience,  a  teaching  museum  for  doctors, 
harmacists  and  nurses,  on  current  medi- 
al knowledge,  particularly  as  it  relates  to 
tie  tropics,  and  the  Wellcome  Laboratories 
.f  Tropical  Medicines,  now  at  Becken- 
lam. 

At  these  laboratories  in  1963,  the  dis- 
overy  was  announced  of  Marboran,  the 
irst  chemical  compound  to  prove  effective 
igainst  a  virus  within  the  body.  Trials  in 
ndia  showed  that  this  drug  was  capable 
>f  preventing  the  onset  of  smallpox,  even 
imong  those  who  had  been  in  contact

with  the  disease.  In  the  same  laboratories 
a  number  of  other  important  medicines 
for  the  treatment  of  tropical  diseases 
while  in  the  US,  planned  research  has  had 
a  long  line  of  successes. 

In  1971  the  Foundation  received  the 
Queen's  Award  to  Industry  for  technologi- 
cal innovation  and  at  the  same  time  re- 
ceived the  award  for  export  achievement  for 
human  medical  products  and  diagnostic 
reagents. 

The  Wellcome  Foundation  now  employs 
more  than  14,000  people  in  its  offices, 
factories  and  laboratories  throughout  the 
world. 

Its  sales  were  valued  at  £113  million 
last  year  and  now  more  than  £7  mil- 
lion is  spent  on  research  and  develop- 
ment, essential  to  provide  the  products 
that  the  Wellcome  group  of  companies 
will  be  selling  in  the  future,  products  that 
cover  the  wide  spectrum  from  Septrin  to 
trout  food. 
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Russians  develop 
plastic  eye  discs 

Research  into  the  use  of  plastic  lamellae 
for  administering  drugs  to  the  eye  at  the 
Moscow  Institute  of  Medical  Technology 
has  given  rise  to  the  production  of  a  poly- 
mer material  that  dissolves  and  is  bio- 
logically compatible  with  eye  tissues. 

A  thin  oval  film  is  placed  behind  the 
lower  lid  once  a  day.  Drugs  incorporated 
in  the  film  can  treat  such  afflictions  as 
glaucoma,  trachoma  and  atrophy  of  the 
optic  nerve.  Soviet  scientists  believe  that, 
as  distinct  from  eye  solutions  and  oint- 
ments, the  films  ensure  a  more  exact  pro- 
portioning of  medicaments.  Another  ad- 
vantage is  that  the  films  can  be  stored  for 
several  years. 

The  invention  is  being  patented  in 
Britain,  the  United  States,  Canada,  West 
Germany  and  France.
